Wabhinqton. Deo. 81.— For the flrat 
tim« linoe the present •trnggle in Caba 
began thii fforemment has givon por- 
miflsion to a customs official to clear for 
Cnba a vessel loaded, according to htr 
manifest, with iiiuiiitions of war and 
presumably iutcudcd for the inaorgent 
army. 

The Teasel in this case is the well 
known and alleged flUbnster Danntless, 
tnit the concession that under there dr- 
onmstanoea she is entitle to clearance 
pap«M IflATSs the litaation so far as she 
b oofaoemad qvite as involTed aa before, 
aa 1ih» Btatntes prescribe that before 
clearance shall be granted for any res- 
pel bonnd to a foreign port, the ownera, 
shippers and consignees of cargo shall 
state under oath at whnt foreign port 
the cargo is to be landed, and sevorp 
penalties are prescribed for violations of 
this remdrement, incladinK the eonlis- 
cation of the yessel. 

Some time TneKdar the secretary of 
the treasury received a tele>;rani from 
the attorney for the owners of tlie 
Danntless at Jacksonville stating that 
the owners of the Dauntless aiul lier 
cargo would apply tf) tlie cullcctor of 
customs at .Jacksonville for ch-araiice to 
a Cuban jMirt with a carRo of arms, 
statin^;, however, tliat the oaths re- 
quired by th(> statutes wotiM not lie 
taken. The (jncstiou was a.sked wheth- 

<>r under these ciroomstanoea papers 

would be issued. 

Tiater in the day a teletrraiii w.is re- 
ci ived from tlie coll ( tor at .lai kson- 
ville stating that appUration to clear tlie 
Dauntless for tin' jiort of Nuuvitas, 
Cuba, with a car;<o of arms. Iiod been 
made and askiiiK instructions. 

The secretary replied substantially as 
follows: "If the master of the v<'.s.sel 
and the owners, shippers and consign- 
ors of the cargo comply fully with all 
the laws and re^nilations concerninf; 
the nutnifcst and take the oaths re- 
quired, yon may ^rant a clearance to 
Neuvitas, Cuba. The oaths must be 
taken and subscribed in writing as re- 
quired by Sections 4197, 41 U8 and 4200 
of th^ rmised statutes." 

The port named in the application as 
the destLnatian of the cargo is on the 
northern coast of Ouba and is occupied 
by the Spanish forces. The treasury of - 
fidala, therefore, are of the opinioa that 
the oaths required by the statute will 
not be token. 

Late yesterday afternoon the collector 
of customs at Jacksonville wired the 
secretary of thi^ treasury that the steam- 
er ('onuiKxlore had a])plied for clearance 
npon practically the same statement of 
facts as in the case of the Dauntless. In 
response the secretary wired permission 
to issue papers to tlie ComnuHloro in 
suJwtantially the same terms as were 
named in the former casr. Up to the 
hour of closing the (le])artnient on in- 
formation had bei 11 received as to the 
movemeuts of either vesal, or whether 
the oonditiona impoaad had been ac- 
cepted. 

OPEN TO ARMS. 

The Oomnodoro Will Ganr Amu aad 
Ainmunltlon to the Iniursenti. 

Jacksonville, Fla., Deo. 81.— The 
(^teamer Dauntless, which tlu! govern- 
men has granted permissiou to clear for 
a Cuban port, with a cargo of muui- 
tiona of war, is not in port at present. 
The owners say that she has gone on a 
••wrecking" trip, and may not return 
for a week. The Dauntless g'l^ '" 
revenue cutters the slip yesterday going 
out of the river from one of the shall< i\v 
channels and this has aroused suspic ion 
that the vessel is again on a filibustering 
trip. The owners say that the vi'sscl 
will be formally cleared for Cuba as 
■con aa it shall return. 

The Ctommodore has also been gnuited 
pennisaion to dear with arms. Sereral 
carteadii of aMns and ammunition are 
in the dtj awaiting shipment. 

A rather anomaloivi faotissresented 
in that. If either boat ahall dear for 
Ouba, the Spanish consul or rice consul 
will have to sign the dearanoe papers, 
this being required when a vessel dears 
for a foreign port. In this instance it 
would bo a case of a Spanish officer 
affixing his signature to a document per- 
mitting a vessel to caiTy war material to 
a peoples fighting against his own gov- 
(rument. 

Consul Soils was asked if he would 
refuse to sign cleaiance papers of the 
Dauntless. He said that he could not 
refuse, as it waS his My to lieB toe 

IMipers. 

The cargo of both boats will be 
Khipned to Salvador ( 'isneros, iiresid nt 
of the Cuban republic, the Dauntless'^ 
cargo consigned to Nuevitas and that of 
ti# dVwnm^wl'w e to Santia go.

The .Spanish 
coluiun had two Kf)ldier« killed and a 
lieuft'iiant and K! .soldiers wounded, be- 
sides several who were slightly bruised.

"None of the European powers has 
protested against American interven- 
tion in Cuba. On the contrary, Mr, 
olney hoa been assured of their ap 
proval, England, however, remaining 
strictly neutral. The reports of a 
European protest were inspired by Man- 
ager Martinolli, the pontifldal delegate 
to the United States.^'

Times that Germany and other Europe- 
an governments were pn paring to pro- 
ti st against Amwican intervention in 
Cuba is absolutely unfounded." 

JUNTA CLAIMS A VICTORY.

Washin(JT()X, Dec. 31.— Tomas Es- 
trada Palma, president of the Cuban 
junta, said after reading the order of the 
secretary of the treasury relative to the 
Daunth's.j clearance : "This is victory 
for us so far as it allows the boat to 
leave port. We have forced the author- 
ities at Washington to give us clearance 
papers, although some time ago they de- 
clared that such boats as the Dauntless 
cou'.d nor get them ext'cpt under strin- 
gent restrictions. This is a step for- 
ward. 

■•If a vessel clears for a certain jiorf 
she has to give a reasonable e.\cuse if 
she does not deliver her cargo at that 
jioint. Hut stress of weather you know, 
or some other accident might compel 
111 r to throw the cargo overlioard or de- 
liver it SOMH Wlli D' else. We ill New 
York know nothing of the Daunth ss 
ease. We hope it will result in a proper 
( (tnstruction of the law which is now- 
vague and ditlicult to uii<lerstand. 
Even the authorities at Wiusliington are 
all at sea regarding it, and it will be n 
good thing that wu have got a ruling. " 

PLEADING FOR DR . BETANCOURT. 

Tlie PriMtaet's Boa and Others Appeal tii 
Reeretarjr Olnejr. 

Nkw YoiiK, Dec. --(^iban sympa- 
thizers in New York have sent to Secre- 
tary Clney a formal appeal that the stat<' 
di'partmeut exert its influence in behalf 
of Dr. GhMpard A. Betancourt, arrested 
in Havana on suspicion of being an 
agent of the Cuban junta in New York. 
I>orenzo Hi tancourt, the prisoner's son, 
lives 111 tliis city. Hesaid to a reporter : 

"The Heiancourt family is one of the 
oldest in Cuba. For more than 20(1 
years the Hetancourts have been the 
principal land holders in Caniaguey. 
Several are included in the Spanisli no 
bility. My father was only 17 years old 
when the Lopez revdutton began, in 
1861. He idned it, was captured, and 
condemned to be shot, but escaped to 
this country and lived here up to a few 

fears ago. He is a graduate of the 
'ennsylvania coUegeof dental surgery 
and practiced in Boston and Now ur 
leans. He married a Miss Crowley of 
Albany. In the 10 years' war much of 
his property in Cuba was destroyed by 
t he Spaniards. It was onlv to prosecute 
his claim for damage* VMt ne finally 
went to Havana. His natunUi«Uiou 
Tiapers were issued in 1878. I atmbute 
his arrest princiiially to the fact that he 
was always outspoken in his admiration 
of evt'iythiiig American— in Itself 
enough to make Spanish officials hate 
hi 111. He is 60 years old and infirm. He 
( an not long iMTiTe In a Morro oun- 

geuu." ,

The 
fire started in the Wertheimer building 
on Clinton street, occupied by Shoe- 
maker Brothers as a dry goods store. 
The loss on building and sto^k was |<!0.- 
000. The iiisnraiice on the bnildin ,' is 
|5,000 and on .Shoemaker Hrothers' 
stock $00, COO. Other concerns in ad- 
joining buildings sufTcred damage by 
water. 

When the floor of the third story of 
the burning block gave wav, l''ireinaii 
Joseph Miller was knocked from the 
building into the canal, but was res- 
cued. When a portion of the front 
wall fell. Fire (Hiief Louis Spires. As- 
sistint Chief .Terry MoCarty and Fire- 
man Peter Seibel were caught under 
the debria and were severely injured.

Ciiari.f:sto\, W. Va., Dec. Old 
Germauia hall burned yesterday. It 
was one of the most destructive fires in 
Charleston lately. It was occupied 
down stairs by Henry Rnmrnel's bot- 
tling works and R. .T. Ashby's fi cd 
store ; upstairs by J. M. Simm'.s saloon 
and the Summers Street theater. .Ml 
the eflfects of the saloon and the ward- 
robe of the show ])e(}ple were burned. 
It originated in the ladies' dressing 
room.

Nrlronviixe, O., Deo. 81.— The fac- 
tory of the Nelsonvllle Sewer Pipe com- 
\y.ii\y burned yesterday, throwing I.")0 
men out of employment for the winter. 
This factory was th(> first to be built of 
the kind in the city and quickly fol- 
lowed the Kast Claytcm in smoke, the 
two factories, the principal industries of 
the citv, burning witUn a month of 
each other. Loss fully 9100,000, partly 
covered by insurance.

Ho Was a rriiininriit Confederoto Ofltocr 
Uiiring the War. 

WASHlNaTON, Dec." 81.— Captain Wil- 
liam H. Parker of Richmond, Va. , di(>d 
here yesterday of apoplexy. Captain 
P.irker was formerly presidi nt of the 
Maryland agricuiturul college, and be- 
fore the war waa p c o f eseor of aitmiomy 
at Annapolis. 

At the beginning of the lato war he 
resigned from the federal navy, and en- 
tering the Confederate, navy became 
one <n its moat prominent officers. 

At the time of his death he was en- 
gaged upon a hlato(7 of the Confederate 
navy, which he was commissioned to 
write by the Hiatorioal Sooie^ of Vir- 
ginia. 

Captain Parker was a son of Commo- 
dore Foshall Parker of the old navy, 
lie was a olassmate of Admirals Frank- 
lin and Ramsey at Annapolis in 1842, 
when he entered the navy as a mid- 
shipman. 

During President Cleveland's first ad- 
ministration he was minister to Korea, 

and since resif^ning that ofHce he hius 
lived a retired hfe, engagijig in literary 
work. '

The producers want 
ed higher duties nil along the line, and 
the refiners pressed for high duties on 
refined and not so high on raw sugars 
The latter were t specially anxious that 
in imposing coaiitervailing duties 
against i xport bounty countries tlie ad- 
ditioi:al duty should 1m' levied (inly 
against the retined article. 

The iniiMirters. the cane growers, the 
r;'tincrs, and the beet growers each 
were given innings by the cominittee.

Washimotor, Dec. 81.— Two radical 
changes in the procedure of the pension 

oflicc have been made. All claims for 
increase, save in extr.iordinary ea^es. 
hereafter, will be sent direct to tin 
medical division of the bureau without 
having to be passed npon by the board 
of review, as had been the custom for 
years. This action Is taken on the 
ground that the bulk of iiicri'ase cases 
involve only medical action and th.-it 
much routine detail in going tlinmud 
other channels of review will be saved 
Another step in the simplilication and 
quicker adjudication of claims is that 
hereafter there \> ill \<f no neci ssity fi ir 
cash before the board of review being 
bilsed upon by three or four ( \aminers. 
This has been a long-continiu d pr.ictici 
but CJommissioner Mur])hy has tixed the 
number of the examiners who must re- 
view each claim .it two. This he tiiinks 
will ininimize errors and delay and be 
of benefit to the ser\'ice. Koth new 
rules are in hue with the decision to 
iibolish naelaas detail in pension adjudi- 
cation.

India grew the first lemons, whicii 
were unknown to tlie ancient Greeks and 
Komaos. lemons were iiitroduced in 
Spain by the Moors near the thirteenth 
century.
